FOR many years Sing Sing has been, 


and still is, a menace to the health 6f its- 
inmates and a blot on th* civilization of 
New York. 
Old-fashioned, inadequate to 


rt«"5errt r»eeiK and unsanitary, it is one of 
the most famous, or infamous, peniten- 
tiaries in the Country today. Wardens have 
been appointed for political reasons and 
with no regard to efficiency or training. 
Now it would i»eem that better times aie 
coming; For the -first lime in many year* 
a'warden has been selected without regard 
to political backing.

On December 1. Thomas Mott O^borne 


"took charge of the prison 
a man ot wide 


experience and whn-has made a'study of 
the jail problem, fae even spent a term in 
Auburn prison to study convict life at first 
hand. He knows whereof he speaks and he 
speaks well. Mr. Osborne is quoted as say- 
ing that he realized he had theVorst penal 
institution in the state on his hand*,
